WASHINGTON, June 23.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge left Washington to- 
day to spend the summer in 
Swampscott, Mass. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Coolidge 
and a staff of secretaries and at- 
tendants, the President departed 
from the capital shortly after 1 p. 
m., Bastern standard time, on a 
special train. He’ will reach 
Swampscott tomorrow morning.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The 
long grind of the presidential year 
over, President Coolidge is sched- 
uled to arrive in Swampscott, 
Mass., tomorrow morning.

The Twelfth Boulevard Rules. 

It is the Twelfth boulevard no- 
parking rule that will reduc» the 
space available for all-day park- 
ing and work the Lereetest incon. 
véntencs for p "who arrive to 
work and leave their cars there 


from morning to evening. Else- 
where in the district affected by the 
rew rules parking for more than 
one hour has been prohibited by 
ordinance anyway. However, it is 
estimated that somewhat less than 
£00 cars can park in the center of 
Twelfth boulevard. Curb parking 
there will not be stopped. 

Judge Gayer of the Court of 
Criminal Correction,. as is Known, 
holds the rule-mdking authority 
c* the Traffic Counctl to be un- 
constitutional. He heare appeals 
f-om Police Court convictions. The 
Police Judges have been upholding 
Council rules. Judge Gayer Says 
he will discharge any one convict- 
ed in Police Court of violating a 
Council rule, but if the conviction 
was for failure to obey a “reason- 
able direction of a traffic police- 
man.”’ under another clause of the 
traffic ordinance, he will consider 
the circumstances in each case. In 
n.any instances. he has said. he 
will discharge such defendants.

The Rules Effective Today. 


Details of the rules effective to- 
day are: 

Parking is prohibited between 
7 and 10 a. m. and between @4 


and 6 p. m. in: the. district 
hounded by the north line of 
Franklin avenue, the west line 
of Third street, the south line of 
Market street and the east line 
of Twelfth boulevard. Excep- 
tion is made for commercial ve- 
hicles, which may park in this 
area for not more than 15 min- 
utes at a time.

m. and 4 p. m. the one-hour 
parking ordinance governs in 
this district. 

Parking is prohibited in Third 
street,. between St. Charlies and 
Spruce streets, between 7 a. m.

Parking is prohibited on the 
east side of Main street and east 
side of Second street, between

Parking is prohibited on the

night. 

The disclosure was made at a 
hearing by an aldermanic commit- 
tee on the charges brought against 
Laxton in affidavits made by ne- 
gro teamstersa formerly employed 
in the Streets and Sewers Depart- 
ment, to which he is attached. 
The negroes charge that Laxton 
eold them liquor, forced them to 
remove Miller buttons and wear 
Aloe buttons in the recent mayor- 
alty primary, made them deliver 
garbage to county farmers when 
it should have been sent to barges 
on the river, forced them to pay 
an initial fee of $10 to join a union, 
and lent them money, charging in- 
teres. Tamme, who gathered the 
affidavits, owns a meat market at 
2607 Market street. 

Under cross-examination by 
members of the committee, Tam- 
me admitted that he was an ap- 
Plicant for the position held by 
laxton, having failed in his appli- 
cation for appointment as City 
Marshal. He described himself as 
a Miller worker, president of the 
Sixth Ward Republican Club. This 
is an organization independent of 
the regular ward organization 
headed by the committeeman, 
Robert Scott, a negro.

Rest of Money Refused. 
Several days after the attempted 
killing, the Journal says, Davies 
declared Moseley and Ray Bryan, 
also of Kansas City, demanded the 
remainder of the money. Davies 
refused to pay because the job had 


not been completed. The two men, 
according to Davies’ confession 


then offered to complete the work. 
The confession of Davies, the 
Journal says, was obtained by 
County Attorney Leon W. Lunéd- 
blade of Cloud County, upon in- 
ormation furnished by the Journal. 
Prior to meeting Moseley, the 
confession says, Davies talked with 
Lloyd Canfield and Jack Hayden 
about committing the proposed 
crime, but they would not agree 
to take the job. After the murder 
attempt, the confession continues, 
the two men obtained small sums 
of money from Davies for their 
silence.

Later Mose- 
ley came to see him. 

When Moseley and Bry. offered 
to complete the ob after Davies 
refused to pay the $3000 Davi * in 
his confession said: “s told them I 
had come to my senses and would 
not go through with it, and Mose- 
ley told me at that time that he 
would get me.” 

Mabel Kessler, Davies alleges, in 
his confession, came to Concordia 
after the bungled murder attempt, 
and in the name of Moseley de- 
manded the $3000. 

Davies asserts he refused to pay,

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WALL ADVOCATES 
METERING OF WATER 


Cites Figures Indicating Change 
Might Lower Rate to 
Residences. 


Use of meters to measure water 
taken by all consumers in the city 
is advocated by Director of Pub- 
lic Utilities Wall, in his report for 
the last fiscal year, when he was 
serving as Water Commissioner. 
Figures his report quotes indicate 
that this might lower the cost to 
residence consumers. He declared 
it would abolish unwarranted rate* 


concessions to manufacturers and 
other favored classes of users. 

The city now supplies 113,000,- 
000 gallons of water daily, com- 
pared with 76,000,000 when he 
became commissioner in February, 
1911, Director Wall stated. There 
is a slow but steady gain in the 
daily consumption, he pointed out, 
adding: “It is now only a ques- 
tion of months until the supply of 
water becomes inadequate to meet 
the demand.”’ 

Hard to Eliminate Waste. 
It is difficult to bring about a 
reduction of the consumption, 
through eliminating waste, until 
the task of building the new Mis- 
souril River \ aterworlks is complet- 
ed, and it begins to help furnish 
the water supply, late in 1927 or 
early in 1928, the report went on. 
“After that time,” the report 
stated, “the question of universal 
metering should be taken up for 
the establishment of equitable 
rates, with no favored consumers. 
This policy will be almost impera- 
tive when water is furnished to 
coramunities outside the present 
city limits, as is bound to occur, 
sooner or later. 

Reasons for Metering. 

“The city shouldn't be guilty fn 
the twentieth century of the folly 
of continuing to supply water at 
flat rates when the experience of. 
other cities and the expert opinion 
of engineers and waterworks op- 
erators all point to the abandon- 
ment of such a policy. The adop- 
tion of universal metering just 
after the new works are put in 
service will result in the gradual 
reduction of the daily per capita 
consumption of water, the post- 
ponement of additions to new 
plant and a substantial extension 
of the period in which the water- 
works as a whole will be capable 
of supplying the city. 
“Installation of meters should 
be spread over a five-year period, 


from waterworks revenue, and to 
give ample time for adjustment of 
rates. In the end there should be 
practically the same rate per 100 
cubic feet for all consumers, the 
only difference being a-slight in- 
crease in the service charge to 
small consumers, to cover the ex- 
tra cost of reading meters, billing, 
etc. 
“As nearly as.can be estimated, 
flat-rate consumers paid an av- 
erage of 11 cents rer thousand gal- 
lons last year and metered custom- 
ers somewhat less, on account of 
the low rate to manufacturers. 
Under universal metering, the 
charge per thousand gallons to all 
consumers probably would be less 
than 10 cents, with a minimum 
charge of $1 per quarter. The av- 
erage annua! bill of the average 
consumer last year was about 
$14.50.

Figures were given to show that 
for the next fiscal year the fixed 
public debt charge will be abvutit 
$1,315,000,000 and that the otner 
fixed charges, which cannot be de- 
creased by administrative action 
will be more than $900,000,000. 
Thus, as the President pointed out, 
the field in which saving can fe 
effected is limited to about one- 
third of the total estimated expen- 
ditures of $3,375,000,000. 

Effort would be made, the Pres!i- 
dent said, to hold the estimates for 
1227, exclusive of the postal service, 
down t6 $3,080,000,000. He urged 
the assembled officers of the Gov- 
ernment to pare their estimates to 
the Iimit before stubmitting them to 
the Director of the Budget. While 
he did not want an under-manned 
public service, be asked that care- 
ful attention be given to preventing 
any “surplusage”’’ of employes. 
Summoning the army of Federal 
workers to a constant warfare on 
waste, the President said that in 
that direction lay the welfdre of 
the country. 

“Fidelity to our oaths of offices,” 
he said, “admits of no other course. 
Wastrels, careless administrators of 
the Government's substance, are 
out of place in the Federal service. 
They will not be tolerated.

INQUIRY INTO RAIDS 
BY PRIVATE CITIZENS 


Judge’s Charge to Grand Jury 
at Jefferson City Directed 
at Heber Nations. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 23.— 
An investigation by the Cole Coun- 
ty grand jury into liquor raids con- 
ducted in and near Jefferson City 
by county officers with the assist- 
ance of private citizens, who are 
not officers, was directed by Cir- 
cult Judge Westhues here late yes- 
terday in his charge to the first 


grand jury convened in the county 
in two years. 

Judge Westhues mentioned no 
names, but the charge is under- 
stood to be directed at the exten- 
sive raiding activities of Heber Na- 
tions, former Labor Commissioner 
and reputed leader of the local Ku 
Kiux Klan. Nations was convicted 
on May 729 last, in Federal Court 
in Bt. Louls, on a charge of con- 
spiracy to violate the Volstead law 
and sentenced to 18 months in 
Federal prison and to pay a fine 
of $2233. The conviction was on 
a charge of participation in a plot 
to protect the manufacture of beer 
in the Griesedieck Brewery in St. 
Louls. Nation&®S appealed and was 
released on bond pending disposi- 
tion of his appeal. 

Nations’ Raiding Activity. 

Following indictment of Nations 
on May 6, 1924, he became quite 
active here in liquor raids and is 
said to have participated in ap- 
proximately 100 raids in Cole 
County, prior to hia trial and con- 
viction tn Federal Court. He usu- 
@lliy made these vaids in company 
with Sheriff Withaup of Cole 
County and two of Withaup’s 
deputies, the raiding party being 
familiarly known as the “four 
horsemen.” Withaup was indorsed 
by the Ku Klux Kian for Sheriff in 
the last election. In addition § to 
Nations another reputed officer of 
the local klan has been a partici- 
pant in many of the raids. 

When Nations returned to Jef- 
ferson City under bond, following 
his conviction he again began par- 
ticipating in raiding parties, but 
this course aroused considerable 
eriticiam and resulted in Nations 
dropping the role of raider. 

» In his charge to the jury Judge 
Westhues stated: “It has come to 
the attention of the court § that 
raids have been made by certain 
officers of this county who have 
enlisted the aid of private citizens 
who are not officers, and who have 
aided in these raids or searches un- 
Ger search warrants.” 

“LAttic Overzealousness.” 

“No reflection is meant by this 
upon any officer. It is due prob- 
ably to a littie overzealousness. 
However, it does not leave a good 
taste in the mouth of the average 
citizen to eee private citizens, not 
‘elothed with official authority and 
rot under oath, do this work, and 
tt should not be done. This work 
ghould be left to the proper offi- 
cere and their duly appointed dep- 
uties.”

If yon 
follow these things persistently you 
will be gs to have hair that is 
healthy and pretty. 

The first thing I want to speak 
of is brushing, for I consider it one 
of the most important features of 
all in the preservation of lovely 
hair. No matter how thorough 
your shampoos, you cannot keep 
your hair really clean unless you 
brush it thoroughly every night, for 
it needs this daily cleansing to clear 
it of the particles of dirt and dust 
which gather during the day.

Summer Ctirtains 


MONG the summer displays 
there is a decidedly effective 
curtain tn a plain drapery net em- 
broidered in wool. 4 
These curtains in simple designs 
sell at $12 a pair. The woman 
who knows._.how can secure such 
curtains at one-third that price. 
She can buy the plain drapery net. 
in small or large mesh, at 50 and 


60 cents a yard. She can finish 
the edge either with a wide hem 
or with a narrow edging of the 
wooL If she prefers a panel cur- 
tain she can make a fringe of the 
wool for the bottom. 

A border in colored wool is 
worked in the running stitch. The 
square designs seem to be favored 
and the Grecian border is especially 
effective. The wool embroidery 
may be Varicolored or in monotone. 
If the latter, several tones of the 
selected color make an attractive 
border. Sometimes a design ap- 
pears in the corners. A ruffled 
valance and tiebacks, embroidered 
to match the curtain, will add to 
thetr beauty. 

If you haven't the time to em- 
broider the net just get the large 
square mésh drapery net, hem it 
and stitch three rows of colored 
braid next to the hem. /The braid 
should be doubled and stitched 
with thé machine.
